English Stable Talk.

London, Bug., Feb. 10, 1877. 

A writer lu the Whitehall He view baa created aome little atir tu racing 
ore lea by a very able article entitled, “The Decay of 8leeulecbaeing." 
our Grand National at Liverpool he polnta out. baa been of late years 
gradually hut atirely diminishing lu its number of entries: 93, *9, 77 
and 62 huve been the respective number in the pa-t four yeure. la the 
ratine for such a falling off difficult to divine? The answer maybe 
found lu that single word "handicapping" -that pernicious system that 
reduces a flyer to the dead level with a donkey. "Croydon, ten years 
ago," we are told, "used to give a weight for age steeple¬ 
chase and to boast hulf a hundred entries for the grand 
Metropolitan steeplechase, but uow-a days it can scarcely average a 
rcoreof subscribers and half a-dozen ruunere," which is really a fact 
oul) too true. The fact of the matter is, handicapping sails race com 
uitlees and gamblers; hut it is so far opposed to the interests of real 
sp«»rt aud the improvement of the breed of horses, that it is at last 
finding its own level iu decay; it could not be otherwise, for the ays 
tern is rotten at the core. 

The writer In The Whitehall . however, does not appear to charge 
the downfall of steeplechasiug so much to haudlcappiug 
as the cutting down and sandpapering our cross-country cour¬ 
ses to suit the requirement of the horses now employed iu the sport. 
Formerly steeplechasing was a game instituted for the display of real 
haulers over a fair Hue of hunting country; but now, when pace is the 
area* point sought after and castoffs from the flat take the place or 
hunting horses, the style of couutry has to be lowered for their con¬ 
venience. This of course is all true enough, but I maintain that handi¬ 
capping is the real root of the evil. "We want pace;" why? Because it 
brings into play an animal that though speedy up to a point is yet not 
rpeedv enough for legitimate racing. These failures from the race 
course bring with them their followers aud supporters, avast proportion 
of whom are the tag rag and bob-tall of the betting 
ring; these men care little or nothing for its purity. "Sport" with them 
Is syuonimous with "muklug a book" or "spotting the wluuer." What 
sympathy have they with huuting or the Improvement of the horse? 
None! They are sporting men not sporumen, and sioce their support 
hoi to be courted It is necessary to introdnee "the adjustment of 
weighta" in order to make "good belting races." And, sluce steeple 
cbsslng Is reduced to nothing but a medium fur gambling, it matters 
nothing whether the animals engaged lu it are stayers as well as speedy 
so the distance is reduced from a respectable bunting run down to the 
lowest denomination, with the fences reduced accordingly, aud all 
honesty awept to the dogs. The writer of the article lu question gives 
such a neat and correct history of steeplechaslng from its birth that I 
venture to quote him at some length for the benefit of those of your 
readers who may take an interest To this description of sDort: 

‘The original steeple chase was a race from landmark to landmark. 
Bye for a country’ was u prima fade requirement, judgment of pace 
wu called luto requisition, aud there were seldom facilities for watch¬ 
ing (he stride of antagonists within a few feet of ouesclf. Each rider 
often look his own dlstiuct line, and was in company only iu the start 
log and wiunlng fields. Even more nerve was wanted then than now; 
lu these days the feuce ahead may be reckoned fair and free from trap; 
In those days a tuan often did not know what he was riding at. and 
loold not slop to Investigate. Rules were few; no uae might be made 
of an open gateway; no road he traversed for more than a hundred 
yaraa; aud in case of a fall the rider, or some one not less thau his 
•right, had to remount in the same field. The next phase was weight 
forage racing, over a flagged course of real hunting fences. This did 
•way with judgment of couutry. but eveu that judgmeut waa found to 
ilc^nid partly upon luck, and could only make its mark on an average, 
•nil not for a certainly, on a given occasion; it was iu oueseuse. as a 
■••tier of speculation, more satisfactory to eliminate cbauce, aud to lest 
*«lslv by merit of horse and skill of rider. After that handicapping got iu 
the thin end of the wedge, and where Lottery bad just gone to glory In 
lM.some winners In subsequent years carried little more than Hat — 
»och os Jealousy and Abd-el-Kader on his first essay. Yet still for the 
Ume being the popularity of the sport Increased, while the fixing of the 
minimum weight to 10st was a step in the right direction, and in IHbr.

growth to eland euch liberties being taken with them. The fences had 
to he cut down before the meeting commenced, and the Oxford lads 
heartily disguised their amusement, .lent Hills used to say of under- 
graduates when they larked over unoecessary fences, and overrode his 
hounds. "Bless me. they fears nothiug, because they knows nothing I" 
They certainly did not know so mnch as the G. N. H. of the modern re 
>|utremeutv or ateeplechaslng. While Interest has Hugged and entries 
have failed In Kuglish stveplechaslng. the sport In Ireland has kept up. 
and so have been the Irish fences. These may be coincidences, bat we 
believe them to be effect and cause. If aleeplechaaiug Is to be a mere 
etemeut of gambling It may at once he reduced to theatandard of hurdle 
racing and as such It will obtain mure popularity with those who cul- 
llvale it for thin motive. But if it is to be dependent upon its attrnc- 
lions as a apon for buntiug tnen, It must be able to show something 
worthy of the prowess of a hunter, and sport most not 
be made to play second Addle to speculation. An owner of 
a horee capable of negotiating at racing pace a real series of hunting 
fencee has no encouragement to run him agaiusl hnrdle racers where 
the fences are gorse-tlpped and loose bound, eo that not more than 
three feet require to be cleared to secure safety. He feels that the 
merits of his stud do not obtatu fair scope, and gives np the game in 
disgust. Not but wbat modern thoroughbreds can jump If they 
choose; but they are purposely tralurd and schooled for tne sort of 
country they will have to encounter when racing, and Ihey chance with 
Impuuly half their fences. It Is more to the point to teach them to 
jump quick and wide than to fence clenn. and clerks of courses cut 
their coats lo their cloth aod their feuces to the requirements of the 
day. The remedy lies In the bsnds or the Grand National Hum, if they 
will be warned in time. Just as the Jockey rinb have in their new 
code of laws (which came into force on January 1st! insisted upon a 
certain minimum of "added money" being given to races of not less 
than a mile iu leugfh at all meetings which look for recognition from 
them, so cun the G. N. U. A, commence reform. They can, for In¬ 
stance, say that uo meeting shall be recognised by them that 
does not give s certain amount (say JEIOO) added 
money to at len-t one race not less than three 
miles, such race to be over a course containing a certain number of 
fences of a stated minimum size—e. 9 .. a four foot wall or rail and a 
brook of twelve feet of water, not leas than three feet deep. Half the 
modern steeple-chasers know well enough the farther edge of an aril- 
Aclal brook dug upon a race course, la only a few luches deep, and are 
quite used to dropping their heels into it. But schooling by trainers 
would aeon take another form If "countries" had to display regulation 
dimensions of fences. The G. N. H. would have uo difficulty In on- 
forcing this rule, and If they would still further copy the new code of 
the Jockey Glub by simultaneously Insisting upon advertisements in 
the Haring Calttular as the jnett Acntion for the legitimacy of a meeting 
—also retaining Ihe power of placing a velo npon the Insertion of such 
an advertisement If a meeting h id been misconducted—they would 
wield s new and salutary lever for keeping a check upon sundry minor 
gate money meetings, which ouly encourage gambling, and And uses 
for screws tbst should be coudemed 10 four-wheeled cabs or lo the 
knacker's yard." 

Ae might be supposed one or two of the so called sporting orgaus 
endeavored lo ridicule all this, but facts are stubborn things and not lo 
be denied though they may he sneered at. Where are the steeple 
chase horses now that can compare with Lottery, Abd el-kader Bride 
groom, Til ter, KlyAsher. Suroey Colonel. Pearl Diver, or the Lamb!

At preaeut. however, there does not 
seem 10 be any very strong commissions lu the market to back any 
particular animal for any particular event. The bets made are mostly 
by Ibe speculative element who are hitting hoped-for dead ones, or 
are putting on a trlAe In hopes of good hedging st short prices. The 
Arst event of Interest to he decided Is Ihe International Handicap Hur¬ 
dle Race at Croydon for which Hampton was at Aral served up so hot 
by the plungers who were dismally left In Ihe cold by a not-tu be fore- 
stalled owner. Broadside, however, Ihe dead heater with 
Bay Final last year is now a steady and reliable 

first favorite at 5 to 1 and anything over tbst price is 

eagerlv grabbed. Hopblooin, however, another emigrant from the flat 
is well supported al 8 and 9 to 1; both of these animals are doing well. 
Buglemarch ha* many friends; aud Ingoinar, who will represent the 
Irish division, is said to be making great progress in his condition, and 
Is consequently backed down to 100 to tt. Old Scamp, too, receive* 
support from the many friends his faithful services have earned him. 
who, on the strength of a good trial, hack him at 100 to 8. or shillings to 
cents. For the Lincolnshire Handicap. Petrarch, who had rapidly

1837; was aold for $6,000 when 3 years old. and entered 
fora $80.000purse In Uxlogtou, Ky.. where be made a record of9:98. . 
Owing to the exceaalve hard work be was pot to In training be partially i 
l?* 1 and was botight and brought to Beaufort by Captain 

Pettlngill, who sold him to the Hon. Samael Green, of that county 
whosnbeeqoently sold him to Colonel Ed. English, of 8t. Helena, for 
$1,000, who owned him at the time of his death. As a stock stallion 
he was unsurpassed, being one of the finest In the country 


HrecdhiK the Trotter in t'Allfornl*. 

Previous to the production of the fast trotter, all will admit the lm 
porlance of the breeder commencing with the right germ which, 
properly cared for, will result in the desired animal. It will not answer 
to expect that superiority of climate and soil will make amends for 
inferior blood in the animals used for preservation, and the foundation 
of the best strains U necessary in order to rear the proper super 
structure. Although there is much and embittered controversy as to 
which Is really the nest of the many families of trotters, the most in¬ 
telligent investigators are willing to concede high merit to several. 

Taking the line of descent through the male parent. Messenger Is the 
progenitor of the IlambTetoniaus, Mambrino Chiefs and Ab- 

alluhs; Grand Ha»baw of the Bashaws. Clays, and Long Island 
Blackhawks; Justin Morgan of the Morgans, and Vermont Black- 
hawks These have been divided into several classes or sects ; and there 
are others, while not boasting of as large a number of members, are yet 
distinguished for speed at the trot and other valuable characteristics. 
Commencing with the Uambletonians, there are in California the fol¬ 
lowing sons of Ryadyk s Hambletonlau: Electioneer, Mohawk Chief, 
Echo. Speculation, Ulster Chief. Irvington, brother to Irvington, and 
several grandsons, the most notable being Whipple's Hambletonian. 

Some claim that Niagara, formerly Washtenaw Chief, the sire of the 
Stark Mare, is by Mambrino Chief, and there may be othera unknown 
to the writer; hut there are several grandsons. Inca, by Woodford 
Mambrino, and two sons of Mambrino Patchen, and probably others. 
Xm? C T . y8 are well represented by George M. Patchen, Jr., Alexander, 
B and 8 remarkably successful progenitor of this family 

was The Moor, who died a little over a year ago. The St. Clairs are a 
California family having the credit of numbering, among other good 
ones, the horse which has made the fastest time in this State. Chiertan, 
a son of Toronto Chief, is the sire of Defiance, who has the fastest com¬ 
bined record of any horse, bis pacing time being inside of 2:90, bis 
trotting 2.24V. General Taylor, a son of the Morse horse, the sire of 
Alexander’s Norman, the sire of Lula, May <^ueen and Blackwood, and 
John Nelson, by the thoroughbred Imp. Trustee, bos Aurora and Gov. 
Stanford to his credit. McLellan, the sire of Dan Voorbees and 
St. Helena, Is undoubtedly of Morgan origin; and the Vermont 
Black Hawks have several representatives, amongst them being the 
rire of Abe Edgington, George Treat and Stason Girl. California 
Blackbird has the fastest stallion record ever made on the west side of 
Ihe Mississippi, and a three year old daughter which has trotted In 
2:42*. The Drews, a noted Maine family,Tmve a California delegate 
in V\ inthrop. and Gen. Knox has Startle, a horse of great speed. There 
is another California tribe of trotters which is worthy of high consider¬ 
ation, vl/..: The Belmonts. Belmont has undoubtedly the precedence 
of having been the most beueflclal of any one horse lo the equine stock 
of California, as his deceodeuts take a prominent place on the turf, 
the tracks, the roads aud the farms of the Pacific Slope. As a trotter, 
and the sire of trotters, his son Venture is at the head of the list, and 
there is little question that if be had been more fortunate In his early 
career, he would have been the peer of the best. Belmont was not only 
thoroughbred, hut also very highly bred, and Venture has such a slight 
flaw in his pedigree, that only one-thirty-second part is of an Inferior 
strain to the royal blood. 

From the above outline sketch of the horses in California, it Is mani¬ 
fest that there Is no lack of the proper strain*. The blood of the very 
best of the East and two families of horse origin, for though Belmont 
aud St, Clair were Imported here at an early day, their progeny are here. 
Aud it is some glory that the best race-horse ever bred here, taking 
public performances os a gauge, Is of this California family, and the 
horse which has trotted faster than any of the others ever accomplished 
on California soil is also of a California family. In 
the cose of Occident, with a record only 2M seconds 
slower than the very fastest, there is reason to believe that on 
tbu side of the dam his blood is the early Californian, from stock 
brought from Spain over a century sgo. That this blood is very valu¬ 
able in a trotting pedigree, is proven uy another animal which traces to 
the same lineage through his dam. Tommy Gates trotting in 2:85)4 as 
a five year old. and Occident in 2:16V when nine, is abundant proof of 
the merit It posses. 

It is needless to recapitulate the well attested feats of the native 
horses, aud there is no doubt that on long journeys and with scanty 
fare It would be bard to find their equals. This wiriness of frame and 
clearuess of wind Is a valuable quality lu a trotter; and better even 
than this Is the sound limbs which will witbstaud the batteriiig over 
the hard roads and tracks without Injury. 

The Hambletonlau stalllona which are in California are bred In the 
manner which has proven the best nick in the East. Electioneer com 
bines the Hambletonlau. Clay and American Eclipse. Bodlne aud 8t. 
Julien are of the same strain, and the union of these families haa In 
almost every instauce proven good. 

Echo. Irvington and his brother have the American Star cross, 
the same as Dexter. Jay Gould, Startle, etc. The others are equally as 
well bred, so that the sons of Kysdyk’s llarabletouian in California 
have the proper constituents to make them as good as any there are in 
the East. Speculation and Echo are tbs only two which have been her* 
long enough lo have their progeny tried. Speculation Is the sire of 
Oskland Maid, a mare which bias fair to rival the fame of the mutt cel 
ebraled, and Echo has got Kchora and Jo Hamblcton. The dam of 
Oakland Maid was the old time trotting celebrity Lady Vernon, and she 
was of a collateral branch of the same stock. Oakland Maid, in point 
of lime made, is third to Occident In the ranks of native born trotter*, 
aud second when rated by the performances here, her time 2:28. Sam 
Purdy, when taking a part In th« Eastern circuit, trotted in 2:90*. 
Then comes May ifoward. a daughter of Paddy Magee, with a record of 
2:23V; Dan Voorbees in the same time; and a whole host of California 
bred trotters which range between that time and 2:30 It Is a safe claim, 
and easily established, that for the length of time, and the number* 
bred. California has produced more trrotters than any Btateln the Union, 
and those have been bred when there was nothing like the basis that 
there i* at present. In addition to the families named above, 
there 1* a branch of the Kentucky Hunters here, and the get of Erwin 
Davit, a son of Kentucky Hunter, won many sUkea. ’n> this tribe 
Flora Temple belonged, and there la also a son of Blggart’s Rattler, so 
that those favorite*.In many sections of New York State,are represented 
on this coast. 

The same causes which make California so completely coemopoliuu 
in iu population have led to there being such a representation of the 
various tribes of hones as emigrants from other States. Selecting 
those which were the most fancied in the sections they left, the result 
has been to give a far more extensive choice of blood than can be foan" 
elsewhere. Thl* la a great advantage to the breeder, and, as a general 
rule, the animals imported being fine specimens of their families, they 
can avail themselves of superior form aa well as the right blood. 

If the production of Occident. Bam Purdy, Oakland Maid. May How 
ard. Dan Voorheea, Harvest Queen, Defiance, all of which have trotted 
faater than 8:95. was at a time when trotting alrea and dams were mnch 
scarcer than they are now. itl* not too sanguine to expect an increase 
of these valuable animals. 

These are tha sort which It will pay to breed; and which are within 
the reach of the skillful, Intelligent man who selecta the right stralna 
of blood, who Is a good judge of form, who reallaea the Importance

Fox Terrier*. In the English journal* fox terriers are the theine 
for considerable discussion. Mr. Edinuud M. Southwell write* to the 
Live Slock Journal and Fanciers' Gated*: "At the present time we 
neem to be in a transition state. Big dogs.we ore pretty well agreed, are 
a mistake; but may we not drift to the opposite extreme? The *cbe 
dule issued for the Alexandra Palace .Show seemed to me to encourugn 
this tendency by reducing the limit of tbe proper fox terrier cla**c* t » 
dogs under 18 lbs. aud bitches under 16 lbs. 

So long as a fox terrier does not exceed 20 lb*.. ( can uot help feeling 
that we should be quite satisfied; for look how bone and muscle will 
tend to swell the weight of a dog smelly made, and uot one whit too 
large for his avowed use. I submit that a dog weighing 184 lb*, need 
not, and is not likely Lo be at all too large for hi* work, and I contend 
that if we reduce the limit to 18 lbs. in dogs and 16 lbs. in bitche*. the 
show bench will soon be crowded with the ino*l objectionable of all 
types— weeds. 

Then, on th* other hand. 1 seem to detect, a disposition to write up 
excessively cobby dog*. Here again I think we may go to too great 
lengths. 

Bone and mnscle, to a very considerable extent, are of cour*e re¬ 
quired; but we should not, I think, err on the *ide of uudne thickuens 
aud clumsiness; for in dogs so made, speed would probably be want¬ 
ing, and under ground I think they would be at some slight disad¬ 
vantage. 

A point on which, to my mind, sufficient stress is not laid, is a ter¬ 
rier's "jaw.** At a recent largo show. I read of one dog that he bad 
"the beet head and ears In the clas*;" this dog ha* since passed into 
my possession, and I find almost the .first essential of a good bead 
wanting: the dog has a small month and the weakest of jaws, and 
would be "very much out of It" with his long-coated fue.Jbe fox

Be particular iu Lid* as tbe result depends 
in a great measure upon it. Unremitting care will probably save the 
dog. Keep him in a dry not very warm place, and sustain his strength 
by strong beef tea or port wine and an egg. 2. The reasons in our opin¬ 
ion why so many dogs die this season of alsteinper are two fold. In the 
first place tbe very cold weather ha* had a tetideucy to induce disease 
of au exaggerated type by overtaxing the system. Next the disease is 
uot discovered till fully established, and then the proper remedies are 
oot administered By far the greater number of dogs we have heard of 
have evidently died from some affection of the lungs; yet the 
trouble ha* either uot been suspected at all or not till too late for 
auy aid to avail. 

Reader. Buffalo.— Why are dogs that have had their tails shortened 
disqualified for tbe bench in England, aud Is this rule euforced against 
all breeds* Ans. -The* rule applies to *etters and pointers, and ia es¬ 
tablished upon the principle that a mutilated animal cannot be con¬ 
sidered perfect. The rule is a good one, siuce a dog with a bad stern 
might be Improved liy sterniug. and in this couaitlon win against 
other dog* in whose company hie natural stern would prove a bar. 
In our opinion, every thing which serves to disguise any animal, or 
bide hi* real imperfections, should constitute a disqualification for 
show purpose*. 

S. 1. L. Augusta. 1 have a hound thut some three weeks aince eot 
caught iu n fox trap aud tore the Ile*b on the upper part of the fore leg 
ille badly. The wound is uow full of little lumps of bright red fleen 
at rise up high und are very sore. I have tried different kinds of 
salves, but the place won't heal. What can I do for it? Aua.—The 
lumps you meiitiou are proud flesh, and should be kept down by touch¬ 
ing dally with blue stone. After this ha* been done bathe the wound 
with sitd* made with carbolic toilet *oap. and anoint with mutton 
tallow. 

W. J. I.. Cairo.—1 have a pup six months old that I must tie up aa I 
have uo place for him to run in. Will it do hirn auy permanent injury? 
Ans. If you are obliged to chain the dog, yon had better let him loose 
several time* a day Tor half hii hour or *0. Otherwise the lack of ex¬ 
ercise will make him pull upon the chain and this will produce crooked 
legs. Where it is possible a dog should be allowed to run at large in a 
yard uutil fully a year old, but where thl* enunnt be done, care must be 
takeu to exercise frequently.

It may be helped some by nerve tonic* and alteratives: take of pow 
dered uux vomica oue drachm, and nitrate of potash one drachm ; mix, 
and give as oue dose in the feed; repeat morning and night until some 
physiological effect Is produced. If it Is found lobe too stimulating to 
the nerve*, a* evidenced by an Increased twitching of the affected parts 
and also of other part*, desist. Soft, puffy swellings ou the legs, being 
enlarged bursa*, are difficult to romove and are very liable to return 
wheu put to work again Acupressure with cold applications and con 
linueti rest will generally reduce them: hut It requires some time and 
are liable to return. It is very unsafe to puucture them as there Is dan 
ger of settiug up Irritative fever which i* almost sure to kill the horse.

In warmer weather, as a good deal of what be eats ts required to keep 
the furnace going, as it were, to keep up tbe animal heat. Anything 
that is nutritious snd easily digested will do. but do not give too much 
heavy grain. Cracked oats or corn In small quantities and mixed with 
bran, or a little oil cake Carrots and other roots are good, and cow’s 
milk aud loppered milk are ••xccllent. particularly the latter, aud a colt 
can easily be taught to take It. Tbe largest two-year-old we ever saw 
was treated to a mess of loppered milk three times a day. He should 
be fed at least three times a (lav. 

8. T. R.. Evanston. III.—Is there any cure for chronic catarrh, some¬ 
times called oEo*ua? Ans. — Ux«ena or ua*al gleet Is a chronic inflam 
tnailon of the mucou* membrane of the nasal passages, cranial and 
facial sinnses. aud Is accompent'-d by a discharge, more or less purn 
lent according to the extent to which it has run. The treatment is 
quite simple and satisfactory if properly done. Examine the face care¬ 
fully to see If there is auy bulging of the bones; If there Is none, try a 
course of tonics and Injections, as follows: Take of aulphate of copper 
two drachms, arsenic ferty-flve grains, pulverize and mix. and divide 
into twelve powders; give one each day in the feed; take of zinc chloride 
two drachms, and pure water one pint.mix aod inject a little forcibly up 
the nostrils once a day for about ten days; hut if there ia a collection of 
pus in tb* sinuses as evidenced by a bulging of the bones covering 
them, resort must be had to the trephine, lo use which requires profes 
sional skill. By trephining a hole one loch In diameter, evacuating 
tbe pus and Injecting antiseptic*, as a solution of carbolic acid, very 
severe cs*e« may be entlrelv enred.

Our ooleuiporary, ihe Turf, Field and Farm, in it* last i 
issue shows up the false basis on which some of ils co- J 
temporaries arc doing business, front which wc quote the 
following: 

“It is a great mistake to suppose that the advertisements 
are notread. They are scanned more closely than anything , 
else in the paper. Live advertisers are not easily deceived 
They like to march in lively company, and know as well as 
the next man when they are surrounded by dead tmUiTittl, 
by make-believe advertisers. If some of our cotempora 
ries are losing money while presenting a good front to 
unskilled eyes, it is for the reason that they do 
business on a false basis. There is too much of 
the artificial about them. The bona fide advertisers de¬ 
mand of them a reduction from the published rates for ihe 
reason that they are convinced that such published rates 
represent a sham; anil so the languishing journals are 
driven to masquerade all the way through. How much 
belter would it be for them to accept none hut honest bust* 
ness at honest rates! We are not envious of our contem¬ 
poraries. On the contrary, we should like to see them 
prosper. It is to the interest of track owners, gunmakers 
and the breeders of horses and dogs to give substantial en¬ 
couragement to full as many sporting journals as now are 
printed. These papers are helping to educate the masses 
up to an appreciation of fine horses, tine dogs and 
fine guns, and their success will add to the suc¬ 
cess of the breeders, the jockey clubs and the trotting asso¬ 
ciations This proposition is so plain as to require no ar 
gument As a matter of course, some papers are worth 
more to an advertiser than others. In character as well as 
mere number, one journal's circulation is superior to that, 
of another; Bnd superiority of circulation makes it superior 
as an advertising medium. The live advertiser does not 
profess ignorance of the fact that an advertisement is worth 
more to him in a paper of large circulation than in one of 
small circulation. He is too shrewd a man for that Hence, 
while he will readily accept the terms offered by one jour¬ 
nal. be is disposed to haggle over a proposition made to him 
by another journal The remedy is for the papers of small 
circulation to fix upon a lower rate than that of papers of 
large circulation, and strictly adhere to this rate." 

Here is the point. Papers of large circulation must not, 
and can not be expected to lake advertisements at the same 
rates as those with one-half, perhaps one-quarter, the circu¬ 
lation. This is our reply to those who complain of 
the high rates we charge. We wish it dis¬ 
tinctly understood we are not running in opposition 
to any of our cotemporaries to make a big show. We 
are going to get all we can, but each one will he at our reg 
ular rates. Those who don’t feel like paying our rates can 
withhold their advertisements. There are plenty without 
them who appreciate the value of our columns. We know 
their value and propose to get for them what they are worth. 

At the same time papers with a small circulation can not 
expect to get the same rates as their cotemporarieB with a 
large circulation; and instead of professing to charge the 
same prices, it would be wise to do as the Turf, Fteld and 
Farm suggests: "Fix a lower rate than that of papers of a 
large circulation, and then to strictly adhere to this 
rate.”

Mr. Wallace 
says, after a trial of five or six years, with nothing to show, 
the verdict of failure was not an unjust one. In this he l« 
right and in no instance did he succeed so well on a thor¬ 
oughbred mare as he did in many instances on mares not 
thoroughbred. That his vigor had not undergone any 
change is acknowledged, for after he closed his stud career 
in Duchess county, his speed was developed to such a degree 
that be trAtted a mile in 2:86 under the saddle, and in 2:40 
in harness, and after he went to Kentucky it was further de¬ 
veloped for a match with Pilot, Jr., who payed forfeit; it is not 
kuown therefore how much speed may have been hidden.

There are many pleasant memories connected with this 
institution that can never be told, it is for those who have 
tried the same tricks and found them all out by persistent 

^Nearly one year ago we left this same 4,001 standing 
within a few feet of the spot it now occupies, now differ¬ 
ent the feeling then and now! We had had our Bhoot and 
were en route for home after an absence of nearly two 
months. A year to the rear, to look back upon seems but a 
day! Its gone and we know not where. A year into 
the future how different the feeling, especially when antic¬ 
ipating great pleasure at the end; the nearer we approach the 
longer the days seem to be. In the good time coming who 
can tell what is to be? Who knows how many of our little 
party may be left to meet on this spot then? All answered to 
the roll call that were here last year, and one new member. 

With us, this old car has been the theme of our discus¬ 
sions and the subject of our thoughts and dreams many 
times during the year—may it escape the accidents natural 
to a life on the rail, and continue to do good service for 
many years to come. 

heaving all surplus baggage at the hotel the work of stow¬ 
ing our necessary traps, including dogs, guns, ammunition, 
tea, coffee, sugar, egg9, flour, potatoes, beans, etc., was 
soon completed; no butter is mentioned as that article was 
engaged for us at Detroit, Minn., and taken on board ns we 
stopped there on the way; it proved of good quality at mod¬ 
erate prices. 

Things good for men, women and children were provided 
in goodly quantity and quality. 

At 7 o'clock on the morning of the 4th day of September, 
our little party of eight all aboard, the N. P. western 
bound passenger train with our car 4001 attached to the 
rear; our destination the best locality for grouse, lineage 
being of no account at thiB stage of the game. 

Our party, consisting of three lords of creation, armed 
snd equipped as the law directs, and five lordesses great 
and small—the cook wc expected did not put in an appear¬ 
ance, so did the next best thing and did better, employed 
the same cooks we did last year—don’t think that any ot the 
pariy regretted the necessity. 

The last week of our stay last season we employed a 
native cook who for neatness stands at the head; when 
frying buckwheats she would invariably wipe the knife she 
used in turning them on the opposite side of her apron from 
that which she used for * blowing her nose —saw her do it— 
it you have anything neater bring them out, we would like 
to employ them another season. 

The first day out we were put on the siding at “Ada,” a 
station on the St. Vincent branch about 80 miles North of 
the Northern Pacific and 150 miles from Brainerd, at 6 
o’clock P. M. 

Sharp-tail grouse supposed to be all about here and to be 
bad for the shooting, the shooters armed to the teeth 
started out, all anxious to see who should draw the 
first blood and secure a supply of provisons 
for the first breakfast. On reloading after my 
first shot, I found an important piece of my gun gear absent 
from its proper place, and not to be found, rendering the 
further use of my breech-loader impossible until a dupli¬ 
cate could be put in its place, and no gunsmith known to 
be within 300 miles. Mr. Editor (or anyone else) put your¬ 
self in my place; how would you feel? Suppose you should 
start out for a two months' snooting trip, get 2,000 miles 
from borne, and find your favorite setter minus hiB two best 
legs, you would then “know how it is yourself.” I have 
been looking in Webster's revised, but find nothing that 
will fully meet the case, so give it up. One can say lots of 
mean things in such a case, but after it’s all over he wishes 
he hadn’t. The meditations on the way to the car were 
anything but pleasant; lucky for the chap that left that 
piece out that be was not within reach. 

The hunt was short, but resulted in a good bag of the 
beauties—po fear of famine for the present. 

In addition to our party were three shooters, friends who 
came with us from B-provided with tents and all con¬ 

veniences for camping. They made their campfire near our 
car, cooked their coffee and occupied a vacant freight house 
near by for the night, preferring it to pitching their tent, 
the night being rather damp and cool with a fair prospect 
«f rain very soon. 

The first ducks. 

Very early the first, morning after our arrival at Ada, a 
member of the outside party, with a musical turn of mind, 
thought to give us a surprise by a serenade with the music 
of his "duck call;" a very good one it was 1 mean the 
'duck call," the effect was to bring down, not the bouse, 

but Mr. 8-the junior member of our party, this being 

bis first visit lo the western prairies; knowing very little of 
ducks' habits,and probably half a sleep, no doubt he thought 
the air must be full of water fowl waiting 
■or the shooters to come out; very soon 
sfler the music began, sounds, "not from home,”came from 
thst end of the car occupied by Mr. 8,, which awakened the 
totire party and brought us all to our feet, expecting the 
•witch had been left open during the night bringing the 
Morning train down upou us, smashing into our kitchen 
•Jove and crockery, bringing to mind the old saying, “that 
, luck seldom comes singly ," but before we had time to 
clear away the rubbish all'was satisfactorily explained by 
■he occupant of the said kil:hen berth, who, dreaming of 
some and of being in bis little bed there and very near the 
“Oor (his berth being about six feet above the floor), hear- 
mg the duck call and supposing the real article was iust 
outside In overwhelming numbers, he thought he would just 
*wp out of bed, take bis gun and go for them before the 
juner members of the party should have dressed; and having 
Uuvanlage of position, being near the door, he was not 
ong in dropping the intervening six feet and reaching the 
_°°^i the trouble was in stopping, and is what

put us in mind of a real railroad collision, 
soon brought him to his right mind; snatching his gun 
singing out ducks', ducks! ducks! the air is full of them, 
and rushing upon the platform of the car, with not even 
his hunting coat on, he soon learned the true stale of affairs, 
and retired to his state room to complete his toilet at his 
leisure. 

Soon after breakfast the rain began to fall in torrents, 
rendering outdoor work rather unpleasant, an unusual oc¬ 
currence for this part of the country at this season of the 
year. Started on the morning with my gun to find a man to 
supply a substitute for the lost member; stopping at Giya- 
don I was fortunate enough to find a smith who forged a 
piece of steel nearly the shape desired, and by six hours of 
constant effort with files shaped It to my purpose. I re¬ 
turned to Ai'a the same night with my gun as good as new. 
The next day was given up to grouse shooting, and a very 
good bag was made Same evening Ihe regular train look 
us in tow and landed us at Crookston Station, about 
10 o’clock r. m We expected to find the game in greater 
abundance than at Ada, uud judging from past experience 
and all newspaper reports early in the season, we had good 
reasons for expecting it. 

We found our friend Peugnel (Pcnay) of last season’s 
memory, on hand to welcome us ; so with free pass to his 
well-stocked garden, yielding everything in the vegetable 
line the heart could wish, all free as air, potatoes, squashes,

corn, beans, pumpkins, cabbages, watermelons, cucumbers, 
celery, mushrooms, etc., were laid in for future use; our en¬ 
tire party feel under great obligations to Mr. P. for the 
many favors beside those mentioned, all of which we hope 
to repay at some future day. 

The town has suffered since our former visit, on account 
of changing tbe landing place for the Bed River steamers to 
a point about ten mileB below, and the terminus of the St. 
Vincent branch of the St. Paul and Pacific R. R., now ope 
rated by the Northern Pacific Company. Soon as the road 
was opened there was u wholesale stampede of the inhabi¬ 
tants and bouses, to the new town, all on the same train. 
We made several trips from this point but invariably found 
the birds few in number compared with former visits; but 
for all that our bags were sufficient for our own wnnts, and a 
liberal allowance for our friends, which we trust were not for- 

f olien; if by accident any were leftout, it was not intentional, 
n addition to the grouse bagged we found pigeons in re¬ 
spectable numbers. 

Our next stop was at Fisher’s Landing, the new landing 
for the R. R S. referred to above, born since we were here 
last season, but full of everything that goes to make a fron¬ 
tier town—rutn shops, gamblers, pickpockets, thieves, cut¬ 
throats, etc., men who would not hesitate to send a bullet 
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through you for less than fifty dollars ready cash. Gentle¬ 
men are also found here in this unholy land. Mr. Green, 
formerly lived in Vermont, now in the revenue department 
of the United States Government, is here to seo that no con¬ 
traband goods pass Into or out of the British Dominions tin. 
Red River; also Mr. DeMus, the agent of the Red River 
Transportation Company. We are indebted tolioth of these 
gentlemen for many favors. 

The Hudson Bay Co., ship all their furs, skins aod buf¬ 
falo robes and receive all their supplies which amount to 
several millions of dollars every year, via. F. L.—also all 
supplies for Manitoba and beyond, making plenty of busi¬ 
ness for several large steamers, barges, flat boats uud rafts, 
commencing at the opening of navigation and continuing 
until the close, about the first of November. We found 
grouse, ducks, pigeons and plover, in moderate numbers 
quite neetr tbe landing 

The great promises made through the different sports¬ 
men's papers of tbe great abundance of game especially 
grouse, to be found in all parts of the West aod Northwest, 
have not been verified; we can vouch for Minnesota and Da¬ 
kota and the same story comes from Iowa and Wisconsin. 


In aome localities, Where we started hundreds of birds last 
year, not a feather could be raised this time. We spent sev¬ 
eral days shooting from this point, making 

fair bags. But the weather being a little too 

warm for comfort we concluded to seek a higher latitude; 
so we arranged with the agent of the Red River Transpor¬ 
tation Company for a trip down the Red River to Winnepeg, 
formerly Ft. Garry, Manitoba, B. P., in the steamer Mani¬ 
toba—about 150 miles by land and 450 by water. Tuesday 
evening, everything being made snug and the car put in 
charge of Uncle Samuel's trusty agent, our party made its 
appearance on board the boat (which was to start at mid¬ 
night) in light marching order, which included guns and 
plenty of ammunition for the stray birds which might come 
in our way. We found on board quite a party of 
ladies and gentlemen bound for a pleasure trip. The cere¬ 
mony of introduction being over we were called upon to fill 
up the set for the next dance, and not caring to be outdone, 
we were soon formed in a hollow square facing in, ready 
for anything that might come. We did not have longto 
wait ere the music called us to duty and to business. The 
music was furnished by the cabin boys and comprised three 
pieces, one fiddle, one fiddleist and one prompter, all first 
class in their way—music in each. This kind of amusement 
continued until quite a late hour to mutual satisfaction of 
all participants. At the time appointed the order was given 
by Mr. Kennedy, the first male, to ca9t off the shore lines, 
which being accomplished the steamer swung half around 
heading down stream and our voyage began in earnest. For 
one to get a correct Idea of the devious ways of Red Lake 
and Red river they must remember that for one mile by 
land it takes three by water—the banks, of both rivers are 
high, most of the distance, and covered to the waters edge 
with limber and small trees. 

At the bow of the steamer and on either side are placed 
locomotive head lights for night service,lighting up the water 
and forest far in advance, otherwise the navigator would 
find italmo-t impossible to find his way at night around the 
numerous sharp turns. 

About 8 o’clock Wednesday morning, made a landing at 
Grand Forks on the Red River at the point where the Red 
Lake river empties into it and 30 miles from Fishers Land¬ 
ing. As we were to stop half an hour for supplies for the 
steamer wc went on shore and took a view of the surround¬ 
ings; wo found it small but a very pretty place. On the way 
down we made numerous landings fer passengers, freight 
and wood for the boilers, giving all who desired an oppor¬ 
tunity for a ramble on shore, which was improved by most 
of the party. From half to three quarters of an hour was the 
time usually occupied at these landings. The ladies gathered 
wild flowers—some very fine specimens of woodbine, loaded 
with blue berries on the most brilliant of 
stems looking like large sprays of coral were 
found. Our Captain often threatened to go and 
leave us; but although he was much given lo prac¬ 
tical jokes, we had no fear of that. His jokes were 
mostly on the younger portion of the party, who managed 
to keep well up with him throughout the journey. Our 
evenings were simply perfect. It one is not satisfied with 
a full moon, cloudless sky, the most serpentine of views, 
drooping trees sweeping the upper deck at nearly every 
turn, myriads of bright sparks flying from the smoke stack, 
making' the scene as bright as day and the boat gliding 
along almost noiselessly, they must indeed be bard to 
please. At North Pembina we were visited by the British 
Customs officer, but as we had nothing contraband were 
allowed to pass. Passed Ft. Pembina and U. S. Military 
Post very early, few only getting a sight. 

The cookery department was in the hands of a competent 
professor, who left nothing undone that could be done in 
his line—plenty of food and well prepared was our daily 
experience. 

The details of the steamer were well looked after by Mr. 
VVybrant, the genial clerk, comfort and safety being the 
rule. As we approached Winnipeg we found less timber, 
until finally it disappeared altogether, leaving nothing 
but low willow bushes. Two and a half days 
of this very pleasant journeying brought us to 
Winnipeg, tbe capital of Manitoba, and headquarters 
of the Hudson Bay Co. for all their Northwest business. 
Winnipeg situated on tbe Assineboine river near its junc¬ 
tion w ith Red River and about thirty miles from Lake Win¬ 
nipeg, was settled by a colony from England in charge of 
Lord Selkirk in 1812 as an auxiliary of the Hudson Bay Co. 
The value of the furs and buffalo robes brought here every 
season is counted by millions. 

The population at the present lime is about 8,000, con¬ 
sisting of English. Canadian French, Germans, Irish, Ice¬ 
landers and Mcnnonlles, the latter a very good addition to 
the producers of this northern domain, bringing with them, 
beside healthy and vigorous constitutions, plenty of money, 
a very important resource in a new country. Regular pun- 
lie fur sales are held here once or more in tbe season, usu¬ 
ally in June, which arc attended by most of the large deal¬ 
ers or tltcir agents, from all parts of the world. Tbe Hud¬ 
son Bay Co. send their agents thousands of miles u- >rtb of this 
place to the land of almost perpetual snow and ice, to look 
after their interest, where communication with the civili/.ed 
world is but once a year, and where the sun is seen but 
three or four mouths a year—they arc usually supplied for 
a three years absence. We heard of a subscriber up there 
to the London Daily Times who received the entire years 
edition once a year, and by reading one paper a day he had 
the news of the world every day; it may be a little behind 
time, but what mattered it to him whether gold was 10 or 
104 premium, so long as the provisions held out and rat 
skins were coming in freely. 

The prairies and forests of Manitoba abound in great 
quantities of wild animals, among which are deers, bears, 
wolves, foxes, wildcats, raccoons and rabbits; otters, minks, 
beavers and muskrats are the principal aquatic animals that 
frequent the water courses. Buffaloes arc on the Saskatche¬ 
wan, and this season buve been seen on tbe Red River. Pig- 
eons,grouse, partridges and prairie chickens, ducks and geese 
are found in immense numbers. In the rivers and lakes 
are found a great variety of fish, among which are pike, 
pickerel, whltcftsh, catfish, sturgeon, sunfish, gold eyes, 
etc , etc The main street, of Winnipeg is about one mile 
long aod occupied on either side by stores, hotels, saloons, 
public buildings, hanks and dwellings, The trade in gen¬ 
eral merchandise is very large; anything from a needle to a 
steam engine can he found; this being tbe luying in season 
we found very large stocks of goods, tbe Hudson Bay Co. 
taking the lead both in quantity and variety. Having but 
one day here we made the most of it, the ladies visiting the 
stores for bargains, of course making no purchases; the very 
goods which were the best bargnins are only passed into 
Uncle Samuel’s dominions by paying so much per cent

Florida, not only as a Winter residence for invalids, but of 
also as a resort for sportsmen during the Winter is attract- “» 
ing much attention and becoming more popular each year. 
Already several colonies have been formed and each Winter S n 
additional ones are located. 

Having from time to time received numerous inquiries on 
the subject, through a gentleman in this city we have gained C1] 
from a resident from Florida, well Informed on the subject, lai 
the following information: 

“In reply to your inquiry as to the most desirable point in 
Florida for a sportsman to locale with the view to secure 
the best facilities for shooting, fishing, sailing, etc., and . 
also a healthful situation, 1 will first direct your attention j* 
to the district on and to the south end of the beautiful 
Banta Fe lake, only an hour’s drive from the town of Waldo 
on the Atlantic, Gulf, and West India Transit Railroad, , 
which extends from Cedar Key, on the Gulf to Fernandma 
on the Atlantic. On this, or any of the many clear open 
lakes adjacent, numerous tine locations can be secured for . 
the erection of such private residences, or club houses, as 
parties might desire, to spend with perfect security as 
to health etc., Wmh winter and summer. The lakes ' 

are all literally alive with the best quality of fish 
and afford magnificent sliding, being deep . 
and clear To the north is a fifteen thousand acre ‘ 
hammock, filled with a great variety of game. To the 
southeast are large prairies, abounding all the year round 
with ducks, snipe, and many varieties of large and small .

Our colemporary, the Turf. Field and Farm, in it* last 
issue shows up the false basis on which some of its co- 
temporaries are doing business, from which we quote the 
following: 

"It is a great mistake to suppose that the advertisements 
are not read. They are scanned more closely than anything 
else in the paper. Live advertisers are not easily deceived. 
They like to march in lively company, and know as well as 
the next man when they are surrounded by dead material, 
by make-believe advertisers. If some of our coteuiporn 
r(ei are losing money while presenting a good front to 
unskilled eyes, it is for the reason that they do 
business on a false basis. There is too much of 
the artificial about them. The ho no fide advertisers de¬ 
mand of them a reduction from the published rates for the 
reason that they are convinced that such published rates 
represent a sham; anil so the languishing journals are 
driven to masquerade all the way through. How much 
better would it be for them to accept none but honest busi¬ 
ness at honest rates! We are not envious of our contem¬ 
poraries. On the contrary, we should like to see them 
prosper. It is to the interest of track owners, gunniakers 
and the breeders of horses and dogs to give substantial en¬ 
couragement to full as many sporting journals as now are 
printed. These papers are helping to educate the masses 
up to an appreciation of fine horses, fine dogs and 
tine guns, and their success will add to the suc¬ 
cess of the'breeders, the jockey clubs and the trotting asso¬ 
ciations. This proposition is so plain as to require no ar 
guuient. As a matter of course, sonic papers are worth 
more to an advertiser than others. In character as well as 
mere number, one journal's circulation is superior to that 
of another; and superiority of circulation makes it superior 
us an advertising medium. The live advertiser does not 
profess ignorance of the fact that an advertisement is worth 
more to him In a paper of large circulation than in one of 
small circulation. He is too shrewd a man for that. Hence, 
w hile he will readily accept the terms offered by one jour¬ 
nal. he is disposed to haggle over a proposition made to boil 
by another journal The remedy is for the papers of small 
circulation to fix upon a lower rate than that of ^papers of 
large circulation, and strictly adhere to this rale.’ 

Here is the point. Papers of large circulation must not, 
and can not be expected to take advertisements at the same 
rates as those with one-half, perhaps one-quarter, the circu¬ 
lation. This is our reply to those who complain ot 
the high rates we charge. We wish it dis¬ 
tinctly understood we arc not running in opposition 
to any of our cotemporaries to make a big show. We 
are going to get all we can, but each one will be at our reg¬ 
ular rates. Those who don’t feel like paying our rates can 
withhold their advertisements. There are plenty without 
them who appreciate the value of our columns. We know 
their value and propose to get for them what they are worth. 

At the same tune papers with a small circulation can not 
expect to get the same rates as their cotcraporaries with a 
large circulation; and instead of professing to charge the 
same prices, it would be wise to do as the Turf, Field and 
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same prices, it would be wise to do us the ThtJ % Field and 
Farm suggests: “Fix a lower rate than that of papers of a

4 001 is the Dumber of the cur we occupied lust year— 
doD't think there are 4,000 more of the same kind because it’s 
the only one of the kind in existence we know of—the same 
car stands now in frout of the Headquarters Hotel, Brain- 
er d Minn., waiting for our traps, lookiug lovelier than ever 
with its coat of fresh paint changing the shade to a warmer 
tint than it had when we first looked upon it; we also notice 
some internal improvements that will, no doubt, add to the 
comfort and convenience of the occupants. 

There are many pleasant memories connected with this 
institution that can never be told, it is for those who have 
tried the same tricks and found them all out by persistent 

^Nearly one year ago we left this same 4,001 standing 
within a few feet of the spot it now occupies. How differ¬ 
ent the feeling then and now! We had had our shoot and 
werj en route for home after an absence of nearly two 
months. A year to the renr, to look back upon seems but a 
day! Its gone and we know not where. A year into 
the future how ditferent the feeling, especially when antic¬ 
ipating great pleasure at the end; the nearer we approach the 
longer the days seem to be. In the good time coming who 
can tell what is to be? Who knows how many of our little 
party may be left to meet on thisspot then? All answered to 
the roll call that were here last year, and one new member. 

With us, this old car has been the theme of our discus¬ 
sions and the subject of our thoughts and dreams many 
times during the year—may it escape the accidents natural 
to a life on "the rail, and continue to do good service for 
many years to come. 

Leaving all surplus baggage at the hotel the work of stow¬ 
ing our necessary traps, including dogs, guns, ammunition, 
tea, coffee, sugar, eggs, Hour, potatoes, beans, etc., was 
soon completed; no butter is mentioned as that article was 
engaged for us at Detroit, Minn., and taken on board as we 
stopped there on the way; it proved of good quality at mod¬ 
erate prices. 

Things good for men, women and children were provided 
in goodly quantity and quality. 

At 7 o’clock on the morning of the 4lh day of September, 
our little party of eight all aboard, the N. P. western 
hound passenger train with our car 4001 attached to the 
rear; our destination the best locality for grouse, lineage 
being of no account at this stage of the game. 

Our party, consisting of three lords of creation, armed 
and equipped as the law directs, and five lordesses great 
and small—the cook we expected did not put in an appear¬ 
ance, so did the next best thing and did better, employed 
the same cooks we did last year—don't think that any ol the 
party regretted the necessity. 

The last week of our stay last season we employed a 
native cook who for neatness stands at the head; when 
frying buckwheats she would invariably wipe the knife she 
used in turning them on the opposite side of her apron from 
that which she used for * blowing her note —saw her do it— 
if you have anything neater bring them out, we would like 
to employ them another season. 

The first day out we were put on the siding at “Ada," a 
station on the St. Vincent branch about 30 miles North of 
the Northern Pacific and 160 miles from Brainerd, at 6 
o’clock p. M. 

Sharp-tail grouse supposed to be all about here and to be 
had for the shooting, the shooters armed to the teeth 
started out, all anxious to see who should draw the 
first blood and secure a supply of provisoes 
for the first breakfast. On reloading after my 
first shot, I found an important piece of my gun gear absent 
from its proper place, and not to be found, rendering the 
further use of my breech-loader impossible until a dupli¬ 
cate could be put in its place, and no gunsmith known to 
be within 300 miles. Mr. Editor (or anyone else) put your¬ 
self in my place; how would you feel? Suppose you should 
start out for a two months' shooting trip, get 2,000 miles 
from home, and find your favorite setter minus his two best 
legs, you would then “know how it is yourself.” I have 
been looking in Webster’s revised, but find nothing that 
will fully meet the case, so give it up. One can say lots of 
mean things in such a case, but after it’s all over he wishes 
he hadn't. The meditations on the way to the car were 
anything but pleasant; lucky for the chap that left that 
piece out that he was not within reach. 

The hunt was short, but resulted in a good bag of the 
beauties—po fear of famine for the present. 

In addition to our party were three shooters, friends who 
came with us from B-provided with tents and all con¬ 

veniences for camping. They made their campfire near our 
car, cooked their coffee and occupied a vacant freight house 
near by for the night, preferring it to pitching their tent, 
the night being rather damp and cool with a fair prospect 
°f rain very soon. 

The first ducks. 

Very early the first morning after our arrival at Ada, a 
member of the outside party, with n musical turn of mind, 
thought to give us a surprise by a serenade with the music 
of his "duck call;'' a very good one it was I menu the 
'duck call," the effect was to briDg down, not the house, 

but Mr. 8-the junior member of our party, this being 

his first visit to the western prairies; knowing very little of 
docks' habits,and probably half n sleep, no doubt he thought 
the air must be full of water fowl waiting 
for the shooters to come out; very soon 
»fter the music began, sounds, “not from home,” came from 
that end of the car occupied bv Mr. 8., which awakened the 
e *tire party and brought us all to our feet, expecting the 
•witch had been left open during the night bringing the 
morning train down unou us, smashing into our kitchen 
•tore and crockery, bringing to mind the old saying, “that 
mul luck seldom comes singly;” but before we had lime to 
mear away the rubbish all was satisfactorily explained by

put ua in mind of a real railroad collision. The stopping 
soon brought hiu< to his right mind; snatching his gun and 
singing out ducks! ducks! ducks! the air is full of them, 
and rushing upon the platform of the car, with not eveu 
his hunting coat on, he soon learned the true slate of affairs, 
and retired to his state room to complete his toilet at his 
leisure. 

Soon after breakfast the rain began to fall in torrents, 
rendering outdoor work rather unpleasant, an unusual oc¬ 
currence for this part of the country at this seuson of the 
year. Started on the morning with my gun to find a man to 
supply a substitute for the lost member; slopping at Glyn- 
don I was fortunate enough to find a smith who forged a 
piece of steel nearly the shape desired, and by six hours of 
constant effort with files shaped it to my purpose. I re¬ 
turned to Ada the same night with my gun as good as new. 
The next day was given up to grouse shooting, and a very 
good bag was made Same evening the regular train took 
us in low and landed us at Crookston Station, about 
10 o'clock r. m. We expected to find the game in greater 
abundance than at Ada, and judging from past experience 
and all newspaper reports early in the season, we had good 
reasons for expecting it. 

We found our friend Peugnet (Penay) of last season’s 
memory, on hand to welcome us ; so with free pass to his 
well-slocked garden, yielding everything in the vegetable 
line the heart could wish, all free as air, potatoes, squashes, 
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corn, beans, pumpkins, cabbages, watermelons, cucumbers, 
celery, mushrooms, etc., were laid in for future use; our en¬ 
tire party feel under great obligations to Mr. P. for the 
many favors beside those mentioned, all of which we hope 
to repay at some future day. 

The town has suffered since our former visit, on account 
of changing the landing place for the lied River steamers to 
a point about ten miles below, and the terminus of the St. 
Vincent branch of the St. Paul and Pacific R. R., now ope¬ 
rated by the Northern Pacific Company. Soon as the road 
was opened there was a wholesale stampede of the inhabi¬ 
tants and houses, to the new town, all on the same train. 
We made several trips from this point but invariably found 
the birds few in number compared with former visits; but 
for all that our bags were sufficient for our own wants, and a 
liberal allowance for our friends, which we trust were not for- 

f otten; if by accident any were left out, it was not intentional 
n addition to the grouse bagged we found pigeons in re¬ 
spectable numbers. 

Our next stop was at Fisher's Landing, the new landing 
for the R. R S. referred to above, born since we were here 
last season, but full of everything that goes to make a fron 
tier town—ruin shops, gamblers, pickpockets, thieves, cut¬ 
throats, etc., men who would not hesitate to send a bullet 
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through you for less than fifty dollars ready cash. Gentle 
men are also found here in this unholy land. Mr. Green 
formerly lived in Vermont, now in the revenue department 
of the united States Government, is here to see that no con 
traband goods pass Into or out of the British Dominions via 
Red River; also Mr. DcMus, the agent of the Red River 
Transportation Company. We arc indebted to both of these 
gentlemen for many favors 

The Hudson Bay Co., ship all their furs, skins and buf 
falo robes and receive all their supplies which amount to 
several millions of dollars every year, via. F. L.—also all 
supplies for Manitoba and beyond, making plenty of bust 
ness for several large steamers, barges, flat boats aud rafts, 
commencing at the opening of navigation and continuing 
until the close, about the first of November. We found 
grouse, ducks, pigeons and plover, In moderate numbers 
quite near the landing. 

The great promises made through the different sports¬ 
men's papers of the great abundance of game especially 
grouse, to be found in all parts of the West nod Northwest”, 
have not been verified; we can vouch for Minnesota and Da 
kota and the same story comes from Iowa and Wisconsin 


Cause: Heavy rains just in time to destroy the young birds. 

In some localities, where we started hundreds of birds last 
year, not a feather could be raised this lime. We spent sev¬ 
eral days shooting from this point, making 

fair bags. But the weather being a little too 

warm for comfort we concluded to seek a higher latitude; 
bo we arranged with the agent of the Red River Transpor¬ 
tation Company for a trip down the Red River to Winnepeg, 
formerly Ft. Garry, Manitoba, B. P., in the steamer Mani¬ 
toba—about 150 miles by land and 450 by water. Tuesday 
evening, everything being made snug and the car put in 
charge of Uncle Samuel's trusty agent, our party made its 
appearance on board the boat (which was to start at mid¬ 
night) in light marching order, which included guns and 
plenty of ammunition for the stray birds which might come 
in our way. We found on board quite a party of 
ladies and gentlemen bound for a pleasure trip. The cere¬ 
mony of introduction being over we were called upon to fill 
up the set for the next dance, and not caring to be outdone, 
we were soon formed in a hollow square facing in, ready 
for anything that might come. We did not have long to 
wait ere the music called us\o duty and to business. The 
music was furnished by tbe-cabin boys and comprised three 
pieces, one fiddle, one Uddleist and one prompter, all first 
class in their way—music in each. This kind of amusement 
continued until quite a late hour to mutual satisfaction of 
all participants. At the time appointed the order was given 
by Mr. Kennedy, the first male, to cast oft' the shore lines, 
which being accomplished the steamer swung half around 
heading down stream and our voyage began in earnest. For 
one to get a correct Idea of the devious ways of Red Lake 
and Red river they must remember that for one mile by 
land it takes three by water—the banks, of both rivers are 
high, most of the distance, and covered to the waters edge 
with timber and small trees. 

At the bow of the steamer and on either side are placed 
locomotive head lights for night service,lighting up the water 
and forest far in advance, otherwise the navigator would 
find it alino-t impossible to find his way at night around the 
numerous sharp turns. 

About 8 o'clock Wednesday morning, made a landing at 
Grand Forks on the Red River at the point where the Red 
Lake river empties into it and 30 miles from Fishers Land¬ 
ing. As we were to stop half an hour for supplies for the 
steamer wc went on shore and took a view of the surround¬ 
ings; we found it small but a very pretty place. On the way 
down we made numerous landings fer passengers, freight 
and wood for the boilers, giving all who desired an oppor¬ 
tunity for a ramble on shore, which was improved by most 
of the party. From half to three quarters of an hour was the 
time usually occupied at these landings. The ladies gathered 
wild flowers—some very fine specimens of woodbine, loaded 
with blue berries on the most brilliant of 
stems looking like large sprays of coral were 
found. Our Captain often threatened to go and 
leave us; but although he was much given to prac¬ 
tical jokes, we had no fear of that. His jokes were 
mostly on the younger portion of the party, who managed 
to keep well up with him throughout the journey. Our 
evenings were simply perfect. If one is not satisfied with 
a full moon, cloudless sky, the most serpentine of views, 
droopiDg trees sweeping the upper deck at nearly every 
turn, myriads of bright sparks flying from the smoke stack, 
making the scene as bright as day and the boat gliding 
along almost noiselessly, they must indeed be hard to 
please. At North Pembina we were visited by the British 
Customs officer, but as we had nothing contraband were 
allowed to pass. Passed Ft. Pembina and U. 8. Military 
Post very early, few ouly getting a sight. 

The cookery department was in the hands of a competent 
professor, who left nothing undone that could be done in 
his line—plenty of food and well prepared was our daily 
experience. 

The details of the steamer were well looked after by Mr. 
Wybrant, the genial clerk, comfort and safety being the 
rule. As we approached Winnipeg wc found less timber, 
until finally it disappeared altogether, leaving nothing 
but low willow bushes. Two and a half days 
of this very pleasant journeying brought us to 
Winnipeg, the capital of Manitoba, and headquarters 
of the Hudson Bay Co. for all their Northwest business. 
Witinipeg situated on the Assincboine river near its junc¬ 
tion with Red River and about thirty miles from Lake Win¬ 
nipeg, was settled by a colony from England in charge of 
Lord Selkirk in 1812 as an auxiliary of the Hudson Bay Co. 
The value of the furs and buffalo robes brought here every 
season is counted by millions. 

The population al the present time is about 6,f>00, con¬ 
sisting of English, Canadian French, Germans, Irish, Ice¬ 
landers and Mennoiiiles, the latter a very good addition to 
the producers of this northern domain, bringing with them, 
beside healthy and vigorous constitutions, plenty of money, 
a very important resource in a new country. Regular pub¬ 
lic fur sales are held here once or more in the season, usu¬ 
ally in June, which are attended hy most of the large deal¬ 
ers or their ngeuts, from all parts of the world. The Hud¬ 
son Bay Co. send their agents thousands of miles north of this 
place to the land of almost perpetual snow and ice, to look 
after their interest, where communication with the civilized 
world is but once a year, and where the sun is seen but 
three or four mouths a year—they are usually supplied for 
a three years absence. We heard of u subscriber up there 
to ihe London Daily Time* who received the entire years 
edition once a year, and by reading one paper a day he had 
the uews of the world every day; it may be a little behind 
time, but what mattered it to him whether gold was 10 or 
10j premium, so long as the provisions held out and rat 
skins were coming in freely. 

The prairies and forests of Manitoba abound in great 
quantities of wild animals, among which arc deers, hears, 
wolves, foxes, wildcats, raccoons and rabbits; otters, minks, 
beavers Hnd muskrats-are the principal aquatic animals that 
frequent the water courses. Buffaloes arc on the Saskatche¬ 
wan, and this season have been seen on the Red River Fig- 
eons,grouse , partridges and prairie chickens, ducks and geese 
are found in immense numbers. In the rivers and lakes 
are found a gTcat variety of fish, among which arc pike, 
pickerel, whitefisb, catfish, sturgeon, su'nfish, gold eyes, 
etc , etc The main street of Winnipeg is about one mile 
long and occupied" On either side by stores, hotels, saloons, 
public buildings, hanks and dwellings. Tbe trade in gen¬ 
eral merchandise is very large; anyihmg from a needle to a 
steam engine can be found; this being the laying in season 
we found very large stocks of goods, the HudsoD Bay Co. 
taking the lead both in quantity and variety. Having but 
one day here we made the most of it, the ladies visitiDg tbe 
stores for bargains, of course making no purchases; the very 
goods which were the best bargains are only passed into 
Uncle Samuel's dominions by paylDg so much per cent.; but 
all being loyal citizens we would not for any consideratioit 















cheat our old and faithful Uncle of his pftrimonjr Thesday 1 dn 
was nassed very pleasantly seeing the Bights.

groceries and vegetables, the latter contributed by our 
esteemed friend Peuguel, without money or pncc. A long 
life of peace and plenty be his lot, and when he goes hence 
may he P find the horticultural department, in first-class con¬ 
dition and as free as salvation. Should any of you visit 
Crookston, you will find his store well stocked with first 
class groceries at reasonable prices, and his garden the best 
in that part of the country. „ _ , . 

September 23d,at 8 o’clock A. M., Mi . Carney s train came 
along, made fast to our car, and we bade adieu to Crooks¬ 
ton and our many friends for the season, but we trust uot 
forever. In our two seasons shooting near Crookstou sta¬ 
tion. we have received nothing but the kindest treatment, 
although it looked a little squally on our arrival there this 
season—we were informed by a friend that an attempt 
would be made to drive us off tbe shooting grounds near 
the town.by foul means if we would not goby fair. We took 
our position without retercnce to the threats made, and in 
order to give them an opportunity, delayed our departure 
several days, but as no attempt was made to dislodge us, we 
concluded it was a false alarm; or they came to the conclu¬ 
sion it was an undertaking not without some risk to the at¬ 
tacking party. Arrived at Glyrdon at 10 a. m. and remained 
until the 26th, making trips on foot daily, in different direc¬ 
tions, and as before stated, did not find grouse as plenty as 
last season. The last day here our friend S. left for home; 
we parted with many regrets on our side. The same even¬ 
ing we started north again on Mr. Carneys train for the 
“big slough," 25 miles, for ducks and geese; the results of a 
day and evening shoot was 50 birds, mostly 
ducks This slough covers several thousand acres, and 
can be traversed from end to end with dry feet if provided 
with long rubber boots. Returned to Glyndon and went down 
the south branch about 10 miles by a special engine no reg¬ 
ular trains running on this branch which is but 14 miles 
long Spent two days with the grouse and ducks making 
very good bags. Returned to Glyndon, and by first tram 
to Fargo, where we added a week's supply of wood, water, 

, and ice, and next morning at 7 o’clock started on special 
, train for Bismarck. On arriving at Crystal Springs station 
i we concluded to stop for a few day’s shooting with the 
1 ducks and geese which are found here in immense uuin- 
I bers—a paradise for the sportsman; in point of numbers the

U To Alexander Griggs, captain of the steamer Manitoba, 
Red River Line, long may he wave! and when we go saiT 
mg up or down the Red llivcr of the North may he be in 
command, and Mr. Kennedy, bis first officer, with Mr. Wy- 
firaut for clerk. To them we extend thu united thanks of 
our party, feeling very much of the pleasure and comfort 
of the trip is due to their personal efforts. 

We had very good sport on the downward passage, shoot- 
iug ducks and geese from the deck of the steamer, the 
otnhtin Hloppinu foi us to pick up the pirua. 

Vftcr nearly a week of steamboat life such as we have 
described, wc found ourselves very early in the morning 
once more at Fisher's Landing; but when we sUrtedfor the 
shore we were met with an order from the captain to about 
lace and return to quarters, as no passengers were “'lowed 
ou shore, except in a case of extreme necessity until the 
boat was ready for the retun) and the fines hauled in. 
Being loyal citizens we were bound to obey orders, if the 
owners went to thunder, so we quietly laid down our arms 
and submitted; but, had the order come for us to make an¬ 
other trip to Winnipeg, there would probably have b«c°» 
fight, when we should have got the worst of l, on amount 
of not understanding steamboat warfare; but wouldntwe 
have made it hot for that captain before the end? 

“All’s well that ends well; thus endeth our first voyage 
on the Red River of the North. h 

On landing we found our car in as good order as when we 
left it, and after two days shooting with indifferent success 
we left Fisher’s Landing at 8 odook a m., not to return 
again this season. Tne convenience of shooting by rati is 
well illustrated just here—when desiring to go by an early 
train we notify the depot ageul or the conductor accord¬ 
ingly go to bed, and when we awake in the morning find 
ourselves many miles on our way, or if the distance is 
short, wc can have our usual nights sleep, always st home 
wherever the car stops . . .. 

Slopped at Crookston and employed a man with ms 
team to take us to the south of lied Lake ri ' ,e r, “e 
ground to us, for a days hunt. About four rntleB out wc 
found sharp tad grouse uud along the bunks of a*ma" 
creek a few ducks-returned with .Ml birds all told—em 
gaged the same man and team lor the next day—filling the 
wagon full of bay for scats and taking the ladies and chit-

taining sufficient for our immediate wants we sent the sur¬ 
plus to friends along the road, some as far as St. I aul 
Made fast to the afternoon train and in about three 
hours landed at Bismarck. On the way received calls from 
Lieut Edgerly and wife, and Mrs. Maj. Bell returning to 
Fort A Lincoln on the train, the Lieut, looking as good as 
when we met him at the fort last season, and full as happy, ' 
due, no doubt, to the wife taken since then and with 

h> Next day arranged wilh a Mr. Proctor for a hunt the fol- 
I lowing day to the north on Apple creek for mallards. 
Met Gens. Sheridan, Ferry, Card and Forsyth on their way 
to the fort; received the thanks of the entire party for the 
ducks we contributed to their larder during their short stop 
at Crystal Springs station on their way out. Were rather 
late m starting for Apple Creek; drove out about fifteen 
miles, and struck tbe creek about same distance north of 
the railroad. Apple Creek bottom is from a half to a quar¬ 
ter of a mile wide, bounded by high bluffs on either side, 
good ground for grouse all the way. The top of the water 
at the time of our visit was from ten to fifteen feet below 
the banks, which are hard and easily approached; the most 
unsafe place for ducks I ever saw and before they were 
aware of our presence we were looking right down upon 
them From one to three usually paid the penalty of delay, 
mostly mallards, weighing from four to four and one half 
pounds each. It is safe to put down Apple Creek as num¬ 
ber two,and in some respects it stands ahead of number one 
for duck shooting. The hard bank gives dry walking and 
easy approach to within 30 to 50 feet of the game. In one 
place I got three shots before the birds were out of reach, 
and a bfg mallard for each. On counting up on our return 
we found we bad 42 birds, not bad for about four hours

The second day hero we made a fair bug including ducks 
and plover, of the latter we found several varieties, all be¬ 
fore dinner. Wishing to return to Crystal Spring station with 
our car we hung out our signal flag tor the train going West 
to take us along, the train came in sight, on time, in charge 
of our friend Mr. Charles Jabez; taking but a few minutes 
to make connection wc were soon on our winding way. 

At the lake, about one mile east of C. S. station, the train 
slowed sufficiently to let the shooters off directly on the 
shooting ground, tbe car wilh the remainder of the parly 
stoppinl at the station. Found the ducks in greater nun. 
here than at our first visit; saw several swans and a large 
number of geese, but they were loo much for us and got 
awav before we could get within even rifle shot. Had two 
day's splendid^hooting. Learning the third day that » 
snecial train was expected to go through Horn Bismaick to 
t argo we decided to return to Fargo. The tram being 
. about three hours late, the conductor at first declined to 
, take us, saying that on account of delays he had not had a 
. night’s sleep in the last two weeks, and now he desired to 
1 make Jamestown, forty miles distant, before the arrival of 
of the train going west, and had but one hour 
i in which to do it. After a little gentle persuasion 
1 by members of our party, and further coosideraUon he 
* said he would take us if we did not object to riding 
: on the express train; all right we said provided you keep us 

s right side up and on the rails. In a very few minutes wc 

. were flying along behind a train of empty freight cars at s 
t fearful rate, will the rear brake to our car partially turned 
on and the conductor at the forward brake to keep the 4001 
1, steady - making but one slop on the way for coal and water 
we arrived at Jamestown five minutes ahead of time, every 
e thing in order but well shaken.

Returned to Bis 
marck the same evening and arranged with Mr. Davidson, 
the gentlemanly agent for the N. F. to leave B by^the 

morning train, leaving wilh him a couple of strings of ducks 
l for our friend the Doctor at the fort. At 7 p. M. we bade 
adieu to friends and started for the eleventh siding, about 
j HO miles towards sunrise; this siding is 15 miles from any 
inhabitants in either direction, und not much used, most 
of the track being under water,the main track passing through 
1 a large lake, the water being covered with ducks and 
geese whose first introduction to a sportsman a wavs „ui pro- 
bahly made at this time-before dark we had Wd £w40 
ducks and geese,the latter were white with black primaries. 
The next morning we were visited by friends not- own on the 


Hearing there was a first-class artist ai luoorueau, . De¬ 
cided to perpetuate the memory of our car by huvlng l ^set 
for a picture, having done faithful service for two season* 
we deemed it but an act of justice. On further inquiry of 
Mr Brown the obliging N . P. agent at Fargo, we learned 
the sai d artist was at Mr. Dalryinple’s place, 20 miles west ern 
the Northern Pacific, a little farm of 40,000 acres, to make 
some views about his premises. Now, we thought,our picture 
business is all up; but the Northern Pacific men are equs 
to any emergency and full of accommodation. Mr. B. at 
once proposed to send us out there on a special train going 
west in the morning at 7 o’clock, giving ub plenty of time 
for the views, and send a locomotive for us in the afternoon, 
the proposition was promptly accepted and we were on the 
siding at Mr. D’s place ready for any number of views whicb 
were g soon taken by the artist, Mr. Havnes, whose headquar¬ 
ters are at Detroit!

io 2 of the 23d of October, just eight weeks from the day we 
left Thus ended one of the most delightful shooting trips 
jo which it has been my pleasure to take part.

economical way of spending a vacation of a month or more. 
Maoy a man spends more in one year for liquor and tobacco 
than it will cost for himself and wife for a two months trip. 
Just try tetotalism for one year and then the shooting trip, 
and then tell us which you like best. 

The expense on the car may be made just 

as small as desired, depending very much on the 
taste of the party, if living entirely on game the cost will be 
mainly for groceries and vegetables and can amount to but 
a very Bmall sum per man. The great variety of game 
found on ibe Northern Pacific and its branches precludes 
the necessity of an overdose of any one kind; in proof of 
this we refer the reader to our bill of fare; good mutton 
chops and beef steaks can be purchased at any of the princi¬ 
pal towns for from 10 to 15 ceuts per pound and brought to 
your door by any of the train men. One month of as luxuriant 
living at any fashionable watering place or sea shore hotel 
will cost more than two months of this kind of life and not 
hall the pleasure- leaving out the gaiu|in health. In this 
rambling sketch I have endeavored lo give such informa¬ 
tion as will enable the sportsman to make a trip on the N. 
P- for health aud recreation, and lose no time in getting to 
the best shooting grounds and in finding the very birds. I 
have bet n writing about. 

Now don't think you can slip in ahead of and engage this 
car for next season; that matter was attended lo before I 
gave up the keys, but if you actually think of "doing the 
the N. P." next season iust drop a note to Mr. II. A. Towne, 
the superintendent, and be will fix you out all right; the 
company have other ears that can he easily rigged up for you.

trials', with some of our excellent Eastern natives, to prove 
to the world that our well-bred native setters, or de¬ 
scendants of dogs imported before 1870 are as good in every 
respect as the newly imported "Blues " But circumstances 
wou’t permit it, anil let me here beg you, "Guido,” to favor 
the readers of the Field oftencr with your interesting 
letters! 

It is but too true that the native setter is far from the mark. 
But this is no proof that our well-bred ones are not as good 
as their English cousins. The uew importations are of the 
proven, best blood of England, and lo compare them with 
our dogs uu even terms it would be necessary to first prove 
and then take the beet ol our natives. We have many Bct-‘ 
ters in our cozcy little New Jersey fully equal even in locks 
to the imported o.ies, and every man who has seen Mor- 
ford’s May, Doo anil others must admit this. For actual 
fieldwork, however, we cun -how many well-bred natives, 
that want no odds of the imported stock, and it is to be 
hoped that we will soon have a chance to prove this on Jer¬ 
sey soil on either quail or euipe. As "Mont Clare," 1 also, 
never believed in extremes, and therefore I could not agree 
with several passionate aud sometimes personal writers who 
tried lo make ill-bred curs of all our native setters. 

Ab! my "Dash," do you remember when I, after reading 
one of these prejudiced letters, almost passed a sleepless, 
night and then nearly overslept myself for our usual morn¬ 
ing's hunt after snipe. How 1 hied you ahead a distance of 
one-eighth of a mile on the road, over the hill out of sight 
to lose no time on the grounds as 1 had to be at the office at 
9 A. M.? Yes, true, “Dash,” I was reconciled and repaid 
when I reached the top of the knoll and saw you immovable 
almost 500 yards awuy in the meadows on your staunch 
point!" Did you not make a good "sit up" and not Jlueh, 
when on the way lo you I killed two snipe over two points 
of another good Jersey boy before I could release you out 
of your uncomfortable, wet position by missing one and 
killing the other bird. Had some certain living men seen 
your maueeuvre you would now be one of the most popular 
dogs in this broad land. But enough, Dash; even the great 
"Mohawk" pronounced you “fine looking" just belore he 
left the East, and you are yet the "Old Squire's" ideal, the 
English dog notwithstanding. 

The snow is almost gone with us now, but it bits undoubt¬ 
edly been a very hard lime for our poor "Boh Whites." 

1 have, however, received several letters from the 
Slates of New Jersey and New York stating that the 
quails bad saved tbcmsclvs somehow and that enough 
were left for a good supply, more than anybody expected. 
The rufied grouse Beetn not to have suffered at all, and to 
quote the words of one of my informants, “the devil can’t 
kill them!" 

Woodcocks will now arrive at the first warm spell, and we 
shall post our posters, offering a reward for conviction, etc., 
but even some so-called sportsmen will sneer at it, and brag 
that the law don’t amount lo a red cent. The bird-Bluffers 
are the indirect cause ol the destruction of many woodcocks 
in Spring, as they bag all they can, although no law allows 
them to do so. Summer shooting, also, will not be prohib¬ 
ited this Summer; but I hope that a year or two will settle 
this question. Every true sportsman should therefore use 
his influence to have it abolished, as we will not have any old- 
fashioned Fall cock sport us long as this Suu.tner slaughter 
continues. 

Dittmur powder attracts a great deal of attention in the 
East. 1 also have tried it and experimented with it lurgely. 
At first 1 could uol make it shoot, and always beard the 
hammer strike the cap before the explosion of the charge 
occurred. This 1 afterwards overcame by ramming the 
powder —not gently , as some advised—but by taking a 
Frank Foote shingling hatchet and ramming it down till all 
spring was gone and till I felt that it was solidly packed. 
Thus loaded it shoots remarkable well. As lo its safety, I 
place it as high, if not higher, than the black powder. I 
have, nevertheless, not the confidence in it as in the old reli¬ 
able Dupont's |>owder, although 1 have seen it perforin won¬ 
ders at titties; but as at other limes it teemed to do poorly, 
Again, I think, that it wants just n certain pressure on the 
powder, aud this 1 shall try to find out some other time. 

We expect lo have good snipe shooting this Spring As 
the weather has been very severe all through the West, the 
birds arc more liable to keep along the shore Males, and 
according to last week's report they were us high up as Vir- 
nia. 1 am watchful for ihe first bird of the season on our 


The Sportsmen’s Paradise.— Eau Clare, Wis., March 4, 
1877 .—Eaitor Chicago Field :—Having been a reader of 
your valuable paper from its first inception, I note with 
pleasure the many improvements made since "Mohawk” 
first assumed control of the helm. My greatest pleasure is 
derived in reading the communications of "Brumpton," 
“Guido," "Draco," Sherwood, Burges, "Dog Whip, ’ and 
in all that pertains to the dog and gun. I have lived in this 
section of the State (northwestern) the past fifteen years, 
and have always regarded it the sportsman’s paradise. 
Large game, Buch as bear and deer, have always 
been plenty, and are yet. As for chickens and 
grouse, I think this country bard to beat. 
Again trout are found in every stream, although some of 
them are getting pretty well cleaned out. 1 have often 
wondered why some of your Chicago sportsmen, who seem 
to be a wide-awake class generally, did not pay this section 
a visit, especially in the chicken season. By boarding the 
Chicago, Minneapolis and St. Paul train at 9 r. m,, they 
will arrive here in time for dinner next day. The prairies 
south and west abound with chickens, while grouse, deer 
and bear can be found in the woods lo the North and 
East. A party of four gentlemen, who were visiting some 
lumber camps about 85 miles northeast of this place a short 
lime since, caught 400 trout in two hours time, out of some 
ponds that were formed by placing dams across a creek in 
order to Hood logs down in the spring. It is impossible to 
gel nearer than 12 miles with a team in summer, there being 
no roads, but the place is easily reached by the tole roads in 
winter. Tbe trout were large and averaged about half a 
pound each. Although against the law to fish at this season, 
no complaint was made. A parly of Indians have been fish¬ 
ing in that vicinity all winter ana have sold about 3,000 lbs. 
of brook trout to hotels and "stopping places" on the St. 
Croix. ThiB has been the mildest winter known since '45. 
Chicken have wintered well and are plenty. We look for¬ 
ward to grand sport this fall. More anon. J. H.

How to Plant Wild Rick.— Janesville, Wis., Feb. 28, 
1877.— Editor Chicago Field: —I have seen any amount of 
wild rice growing in various paris of our State, aud know 
that it grows in shallow water best and strongest; take lake 
Koshkonong for instance. Before Ibe dirat about five miles 
below it, on Hock river, was raised to its present height, 
every season saw it a complete mass of rice, but of Tate 
years it is different, and unless there is a low stage of water 
during the month of July tbe quantity of rice is cotnpuri- 
tively small. If, while growing, it once gels above the 
water (and is not again covered) it will grow nicely, but 
rain enough to make any material difference in the 
lakes or rivers will weaken the stalk and prevent 
its growth, especially while young and tender. There can 
be no doubt in my mind that it should be sow n in shallow 
water. We find ft most and heaviest there. It will spread 
wonderfully and grow rapidly. I should sow it in the 
Spring late, in ehalloxe water, and of course upon soft sub¬ 
stance for a bed. In regard to the quantity. 1 should be 
governed by the amount of ordinary grain used to tbe acre, 
and take one half or onethird, less rather than more, of 
that quantity.
